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The Ridley College Board of 
Governors Report to Tiger 


On November 26, 1975 the 86th Annual Meeting of the 


Board was convened at the School. At that time two resignations 
from the Board were heard, namely The Rev’d. Canon Leslie 
Hunt, Principal of Wycliffe College and Mr. Denis Love. Canon 
Hunt has accepted a position overseas and Denis Love has 
moved from Toronto. A third vacancy occurred with the passing 
of John Gould. These positions have been filled by The Rev'd. 
Reginald F. Stackhouse, the new principal of Wycliffe College, 
Kenneth C. Bunston and Michael L. Willmot. 
Mr. Bill Randall, a valued and loyal member of the Board, 
assed away on December 9, 1975. He was a member of the 
(irene and Financial Support Committees. Mr. Charles Tidy, 
Zan active member of the Finance Committee is retiring in April. 
The two vacancies on the Board have been filled by Stewart E. 
Kingstone, Q.C. and Allan V. Orr. 
At this same meeting a new office was established, that of 
‘Visitor’ to the School. This is to be held by the individual hold- 
ing the appointment of the Bishop of the Diocese of Niagara. It 
was unanimously agreed that this new office would be held by 
the Right Rev’d. John R. Bothwell, Bishop of Niagara, who since 
residing in the diocese of Niagara has regarded the School with 
a keen interest and it is further intended that a close relation- 
ship evolve between the Bishop and the religious life of the 
School. 
It is quite evident that through the enthusiastic activities of 
Board members and its Committees, liaison with the School is 
increasing. Richard Sharpe’s involvement with the Faculty 
Salaries Committee is one such example. 


In order to raise additional operating revenue, the Head- 
master has been successful in finding four organizations to 
use the Ridley facilities during the summer months. These are 
the Hamilton Tiger Football Club, the Niagara Summer Hockey 
School, the English Olympic Rowing Team (just prior to the 
Montreal Olympics) and an Anglican Clergy Conference. The 
unique facilities at the School provide a most attractive con- 
ference-type package for such organizations. The Headmaster 
would be interested in learning of other groups that could make 
use of our facilities. 


Ben Cronyn, Chairman of the Benefits and Pension Com- 
mittee has displayed, once again, a high energy level in organ- 
izing his Committee who have produced better insurance bene- 
fits at less cost and have updated the School pension plan. 
This entire area of pensions and benefits has been brought into 

oper order and will now be set down in an Administrative 


f 
® for all staff members. 


Mr. Terry Scandrett has taken over from Peter Maclachlan 
as chairman of the Finance Committee. At this time of year it is 
usual that a provisional budget for 1976-77 be tabled. Terry and 
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his Committee will be keeping sharp pencils in order to carry 
on the excellent record of accurate budgeting set by his pre- 
decessor. Budgeting is always a difficult task at Ridley. So 
much depends upon the actual student enrollment. Last year 
for the first time in several years Peter was able to accrue an 
excess of revenue over expenses before depreciation. Terry 
Scandrett reports that he anticipates expenses at the School will 
increase between 12-15% next year. 


From matters of finance the Board, at its January meeting, 
turned its attention to the current and future situation with 
regard to girl students at Ridley. At present we have sixteen, 
the majority of whom reside in St. Catharines but three students 
reside in lodgings off-campus. The consensus is that the girl 
students at Ridley provide an overall beneficial effect on the 
School. It is now time, however, to make a firm commitment. 
Do we attempt to expand enrollment to about thirty-five, which 
would require off-campus accommodation, or do we make 
marginal improvements to Dean’s House for proper locker-room 
facilities in order that the girl student enrollment may rise to 
twenty-five. This decision will be reached at the March meeting 
of the Board and will be discussed in more detail later.

After the initial loss to London Central, Ridley then won 
four straight before falling at Appleby, 57-52. Ridley then won 
six straight including an impressive 57-43 victory over U.C.C. 
at Ridley. The team then dropped a close exhibition game to 
the Nichols J.V.’s at Nichols 44-43. However, this game pre- 
pared them for the return game against Appleby and they 
avenged their earlier defeat by a score of 43-38 on Feb. 28th 
at Ridley. This was the turning point of the season. Ridley, 
minus key players due to injuries and illness then defeated 
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Crescent. So it all boiled down to a return meeting between 
Ridley and U.C.C. at their gym. Both teams had _ identical 
records going into this game and the winners would take all. 
U.C.C. hoped to confuse Ridley with its full court and half court 
presses but Ridley was well prepared for this and they were 
never headed. The game ended 50-41 in favour of Ridley, the 
new I.S.A.A. title holders. 


The team finished 11-3 overall for the season and 7-1 in 
league play. The whole team deserves a lot of credit as they 
had to overcome a number of injuries and play without key men 
in several crucial games to preserve their chances for the title. 
Congratulations to all eleven players and the manager on a 
splendid team effort. 


The Second team, coached by Mr. Nick Holmes, had 5 
wins against 3 losses for the season and came second in their 
league. They were a well-balanced team both offensively 
and defensively. Rob Evans captained the team and he was 
capably supported by Jeff Digby, Albert Pereksta and Wes 
Thompson among others.

A School Without Traditions 


Cobwebs of Antiquity (3) 


The newly born Ridley was as a ship whose course lay on 
uncharted seas, but it had a stout captain, sound officers and 
a crew whose enthusiasm made up for its occasional lack of 
co-operation in matters of discipline. It was a course that led 
to the Ridley of to-day. The next steps (in September, 1889) 
were to create a corporate unity with a common purpose. 


The premise on which personal relationships were to be 
based was defined in the words of Mr, Miller, the Headmaster, 
to a boy at this time — “Without discipline, neither the College, 
the masters, nor you, nor |, can keep self-respect. If you cannot 
respond to discipline, you will not acquire confidence in com- 
mand.” Say that and you say all. Suffice to add that, while 
detention flourished, strapping by masters and caning by the 
Head were punishments of last resort. 


A curriculum of study was established. It was based on 
English (including handwriting and reading aloud), history, geo- 
graphy, mathematics, French, Latin, Greek, scripture and book- 
keeping, and there were few elective courses. Daily prayers 
were attended by all boys and Staff, and Sunday eveni 
services of importance were inaugurated. (They were a priori 
in life at Ridley until the late 1960’s, when tie present morning 
service only was introduced.) 


As an outstanding ‘‘scholar and a gentleman’ himself, Mr. 





@.:.... first cares were for the characters and the minds of 
the boys in his charge, but he had an equally strong belief in 
the necessity for their sound physical development. Here he was 
faced by some of the School's most acute growing pains. In 
overcoming them, he laid the foundations for Ridley’s great 
athletic tradition. 


What, and where, to play were the questions. Soccer, 
lacrosse and baseball were attempted, but football dominated 
almost from the first day as did hockey and cricket in turn. The 
only available playing field was a cow pasture on Ontario 
Street. It was replete with rocks, holes and cow-flaps, but 
the determination of the participants never waned, despite the 
fact that no member of the Staff knew enough of the game to 
coach them properly. The team lost its first game, at home, to 
the Hamilton Victorias by 60-0, and the return match away by 
40-0. 


In hockey, the boys were very good, as they wielded home 
made sticks of ash or hickory on a clearing on the ice of the old 
Welland Canal (below where Gooderham House stands to-day). 
The catch was that school hockey then was in embryo in 
Canada and Ridley could find no opponents. Thus, the whole of 
the first season was devoted to intramural games.

Likewise, cricket enthusiasm was great, but there were no 
outside matches. The cow pasture was only barely useable as 
a field of play for the boys in the School. It was quite inade- 
quate for the entertainment of visiting elevens. 


Early in the first term, a wooden bathing crib was built in 
the canal at the foot of the School grounds. Herein boys were 
taught to swim before being permitted to bathe in the canal 
proper. Also, there flourished a Ridley Canoe Club, and there 
were traces of a harrier team in occasional long distance runs. 


Prize Day on 4 July ended the first year of Ridley, as it has 
done in almost every academic year since. Early that morning, 
any parents and visitors boarded the regular steamer for St. 
atharines at the foot of Yonge Street in Toronto. Others came 
by the Grand Trunk Railway and thence by horse drawn cabs to 
the School. 


To-day, those in the Prize Day audience travel by jet and by 


car, and the purpose of the majority is to remove their offspring 
for the summer holidays. Nevertheless, the reason for Prize Day 
remains as it was in 1890 — to honour those boys who have 
gained distinction during the past year. 


A glance at the tops of the honour rolls in the Great Hall 
to-day, and at the early team pictures in the corridors, will reveal 
the names of those “heroes who have gone’. Thus were the 
traditions of Ridley founded. Thus was the heart of a great 
school formed.

Hockey - 1976 


Another Upper School Hockey season is over and has 
passed into the memories of the players. From the League 
right through to the 1st Team, there will be many thoughts and 
memories of the past season which will take on added signific- 
ance as the years go by.

The League enjoyed another successful season with a 
total of 50 players participating. An All-star team was picked 
from the League and played several games, winning 2 and 
losing 3. The League was under the direction of Dr. Lowell 
Scott. 


The Under-16 Hockey team enjoyed a very successful 
season under the coaching of Mr. Paul Kitchen. Led by captain 
David Thompson, their record was 7 wins, 2 losses and 2 ties. 
The only two losses occurred at the hands of Nichols and St. 
Georges. 


The Second Hockey team under the capable coaching of 
Mr. Richard Wright also enjoyed a very successful season. 
Led by captain Bill Burke, along with assistant captains Bob 
Hambly and Phil Hunt, the Seconds rolled to an impressive 10 
wins with only 4 losses. They received some excellent goal- 
tending from both Frank Fulop and Dave Clarke and won many 
low scoring games. 


The 1st Team had a very up and down season, with an 
overall record of 8 wins, 8 losses and 5 ties. Ridley finished 
tied for third place in the |.S.A.A. with Appleby, behind St. 
Andrews and Upper Canada. The 1st Team travelled to Lake- 
field before Christmas to participate in the 2nd Annual Lakefield 
Tournament and finished in third place, out of a total of eight 
teams. The tournament was dominated by two Boston area 
schools, New Hampton and Thayer Academy with New Hampton 
winning the tournament. 


The I.S.A.A. season started in January with two very close 
losses by the same score, 4-3, to Nichols and Lakefield. With 
their win over Ridley, Nichols captured the Auld Cup which is 
put up for annual competition between their 1st Hockey teams. 
This is the first time in the past seven years that Nichols has 
won the cup. Following a thrilling 5-5 tie with U.C.C. at Ridley, 
the 1st Team journied to St. Andrews and defeated the home 
team by a score of 3-2. This was and is (to date) the only 
loss suffered by St. Andrews in the 1.S.A.A. 


A highlight of the season was the visit by a team from 
Sweden, Vastertorp Gymnasium. On a ten day tour of Ontario, 
under the guidance of St. Andrews College, the Swedes visited 
the School overnight, preceding a tour of Niagara Falls. Ridley 
and the Swedish team played to a 3-3 tie before a capacity 


crowd at the Ridley rink. 


The final game of the season, against a spirited Old Boys 
Team, ended in a 5-5 tie.

Some Thoughts on 
English at Ridley 


It seemed appropriate that after a ten-year tenure as head 
of English at Ridley | should perhaps share some thoughts with 
the readers of Tiger on the state of English in the School 
before | leave to take up a similar position at Upper Canada 
College. 


In 1966 | inherited a strong department from John Saxton; 
| hope | am leaving the department to Richard Wright in an 
equally healthy condition. The ten years have seen a number 
of changes and modifications, but | think the basic intellectual 
strengths and determination for the Ridley student to be literate 
and articulate persist. 


The English programme at Ridley has always been a 
strongly academic one: this means that the course content is 
dependent on works of classic stature along with important 
contemporary writing. Fortunately the Ridley parents and 
administration have a broad and sympathetic outlook as far as 
the choice of materials goes and so works considered sensitive 


or unsuitable in more conservative areas have been taught 6 


Ridley with the right spirit of questioning and openness. 


The English department alone has introduced enriched 
courses at every grade level; the A students, therefore, have a 
course completely different from that studied by the other 
students in the same grade level. For example, in Year 4 the 
entire Michaelmas term in the enriched course is spent on 
creative writing, while the regular course comprises a unit in 
Shakespearean tragedy and classic novels. 


In recent years my department has come under fire because 
of the seemingly heavy workload in the Year 5 courses. | make 
no apology for the fact that the English One programme involves 
reading some fifteen novels; it is gratifying that a number of Old 
Boys have remarked that the demands made on them in their 
senior year stood them in good stead for the rigours of 
university life. 


Since The Ministry of Education gave approval for a second 
English credit in Year 5, a course in Canadian Literature has 
been offered and its popularity is increasing year by year. 
Canadian Literature is one of my own personal strengths and 
| feel a strong commitment to it as | do to my other bias: the 
study of drama. 


When | was on sabbatical in Atlanta five years ago | 
became involved with the National Council of Teachers of 
English. Since that time | have been working closely with 
leaders in the profession across the United States and have 
been fortunate thereby to keep abreast of the latest trends 
and developments in English teaching. Regrettably, the inde- 
pendent schools in both the United States and Canada have 
tended to be far behind their public counterparts in course 


structures and methodology. | would hope that Ridley people 
would continue to be open to new ideas and be in contact with 


other teachers in the profession. 


| have been fortunate, too, in being a member of the 
English Advisory Committee, a group originally selected by the 
English consultant in the Niagara region to formulate policy 
concerning the teaching of English in this region. An aspect 
of this committee’s work has been the sponsorship of Canada 
Day, a massive undertaking to expose teachers across the prov- 
ince to the teaching of Canadian Literature. At this year’s 
sessions, to be held in Hamilton in late May, | shall be conduct- 
ing a full-day seminar on the developing of Canadian courses 
for senior grades. 


Work in remedial reading and in the correction of basic 
deficiencies in English has been somewhat less systematic and 
successful than | would have liked, but these specialized fields 
are expensive and suitable personnel difficult to find. A notice- 
able lack of understanding of basic principles of syntax and 
structure is all too evident in students coming to us from many 
other schools; fortunately, however, we do find many students 
coming to us in the senior grades with a very fine grounding in 
writing and appreciation. 


The press, and indeed the public, has taken up the cry 
“Back to Basics!” | do not feel we at Ridley have been awa/ 
from the Basics. Our core curriculum has always included the 
elements of grammar, sentence structure and the like. At the 
same time, with the introduction of the credit system whereby 
each subject in the curriculum receives the same number of 
teaching hours, English instruction has been reduced consider- 
ably and now priorities must be re-established. The amount of 
time spent on the teaching of writing must somehow be in- 
creased and new challenges always await us. The Ridley, 
students are responsive to the English programme as it is; it i 
my hope that Mr. Wright will be sensitive to the students’ needs 
in this subject that is the basis of all the educational subjects.
